How He Got Possession of a 


ARE HIS) CHECKS BOGUS? 


A Race for the Auditor’s Office— 
Excited Officials— The Out- 
dom of the Platt Mud- 

dle a Mystery. 


Platt affair has suddenly as- 
Buméd a new and highly interesting 
phase. The chances are that in the 
course of the day today action will be 
begun against Mr. Platt for something 
which he did Wednesday afternoon, if 
the accounts given are true, which will 
cause him very serious trouble. 

It is alleged that he made a tender 
of valueless checks to the County 
Treasurer, captured a receipt which 
was lying on the desk while the deputy 
was examining the supposed funds, 
and succeeded in getting it filed witn 
the Auditor before he could be stopped. 
A determined effort has been made by 
all parties concerned to keep the affair 
quiet, but the information comes now 
on such excellent authority that itis 


unhesitatingly made public. 


The Platt story up to date is pretty 
well known by the readers of THE 
ES. Last spring the charge was 
made that all was not straight in the 
County Tax Collector's office, that Mr. 
Piatt had received considerable sums 
from the holders of tax receipts, given 
him to pay for deeds, which he had 


neither turned over to the county nor 


used for the purpose for which it was 
r. Platt when called upon 
for explanation claimed that his office 
was overworked and could not find 
time to prepare the deeds. On the 
uestion of turning the funds over to 
the 1 750 5 he took legul advice and 
finally informed the Board of Supervis- 
ors that he could see no reason why he 
“should give up the money. 

About the middle of last month the 
affairs of the County Tax Collector's 
office received a pretty thorough over- 
hauling at the hands of the Board of 
Supervisors. Mr. Platt was put on 
the witness stand and compellea under 
Oath to give a full statement of the con- 
dition of his finances. The result was 
not quite satisfactory tothe Board. The 
item of receipts from tax receipt deeds 
‘was too small by something more than 
half. A number of receipt brokers 
came before the Board and swore that 
they had paid Mr. Platt money, but 
had not received their deeds. The 


_ sum which it was finally settled was in 


dispute was $912. 
he Board made a formal demand 
on Mr. Platt to turn over this sum. 
He asked that he might be allowed to 
take the matter under consideration 
fora few days. This was on August 
14th. He was given until August 19th. 
The position taken by Mr. Platt 
through the whole course of this inves- 
tigation was that it was intended 
merely by his political 
enemies. He declared that he had the 
money in his possession and could 
turn it over whenever he chose to do 
80. He stood out on a legal point, 


maintaining that if the money was.

Resolved, that the District Attorney be 
requested to institute r to re- 
move the said R. S. Platt from office as 
County Tax Collector, under section 772 of 
the Penal Code, and to take such other 
proceedings as he shall be advised further 
n the premises. 
The resolutions were adopted. 
Suit was then brought in the Supe- 


rior Court and the matter has been 


pendivg since that time. 

Now it is allegéd that during the last 
week or two Mr. Platt has been mak- 
ing a determined effort to raise the 
money, The sum has in the mean- 
time increased from $912 to $1077, as a 
number of new demands have been 
made for deeds. 

It is said that Mr. Platt went to one of 
his bondsmen and begged him to go on 
his note for the whole or a part of the 
sum, and that he refused, It is also 
said that Mr, Platt on several occa- 
sions assured the County Treasurer 
that he would have the money in a day 
or two and asked to have no action 
taken against him. 

Wednesday afternoon at about fif- 
teen. minutes before five Mr. Platt 
walked into the Auditor’s office and 
announced that he wished to deposit 
the sum of $1077 witb the County 
Treasurer, aud asked for the order 
which he was to use in making the de- 
posit. It was given him. 

He then went across the street to 
the Treasurer’s. and presented 
himselt at the desk. Députy Flemming 
‘was alone in the office, 

Mr. Platt announced that he was 
ready to pay the $1077 which the Super- 
visors demanded of him, and drew out 
of his pocket a package of checks and 
warrants. Mr. Fiemming thereupon 
proceeded to write out the receipt, and 
when it was completed he laid it down 
on the counter. 

This counter is protected by a wire 

netting about a yard high. There is a 
large aperture in the middle of it 
through whith money is passed and re- 
ceipts given out. The spot on which 
Mr. Flemming placed the document 
which he had drawn up and signed 
was about eighteen inches away from 
this aperture. To get possession of it, 
it was necessary for any one on the 
outside to reach his arm in almost to 
its full lengtn. 
Mr. Platt took a minute or two to 
indorse the checks at a small desk on 
the opposite wall and then brought 
tbem over and laid them down on the 
oounter in front of Mr. Flemming. The 
latter picked them up and began to 
glance them over. As he did so sev- 
eral gentlemen entered the office. 

There were half a dozen or more of 
the checks and several warrants. As 
Mr. Flemming looked them over he 
found that they bore the signature of 

ople whose financial standing he 


knew nothing about, and he was in- 


stantly resolved not to accept them.

He has stated to a re- 
sponsible individual, who repeated it 
to a reporter of this paper, that it was 
not more than a minute from the time 
the Tax Collector left the office before 
he went out after him and hurried 
over to the Auditor’s office. The Au- 
ditor’s deputies state that it was sev- 
eral minutes after Platt had come in 
and gone out of their office on his 
second trip before Mr. Flemming put 
in an appearance in search of him. 

It is evident that Mr. Platt, as soon 
as he left the County Treasurer’s 
office, hurried across the street to the 
Auditor’s office. There he presented 
his receipt, which being in proper form 
and duly signed, was accepted, and he 
was given a receipt for it, He thon 
went away, 

He had been gone but a minute or 
two when Mr. Flemming ran into the 
Office and said to one of the deputy 
auditors: It Platt comes here with a 
receipt from me for $1077 don’t file it. 
Then before he could be told that he 
was too late and the receipt had al- 
ready been accepted he rushed back to 
hisown office. He ‘was followed al- 
most immediately by one of the de- 
puty auditors, who fexplained to him 
what had happened. 

The account of the affair given above 
was obtained yesterday by a TIMEs re- 
porter from several different officers of 
the county to whom it was told by 
those concerned. It is therefore sub- 
stantially correct. Mr. Platt was not 
found, but it is understood that he 
claims that the checks were tendered 
in goud faith and that he understood 
he was to take the receipt. 

Mr. Flemming, acting under instruc- 
tions from Mr. Banbury, positively re- 
fused to make any statement in the 
matter. 

It was stated on good authority yes- 
terday that criminal action was under 
way against Mr. Platt tor the seizure 
of the receipt. It was also stated that 
he had asked for one day more in 
which to make the checks which he 
had deposited good. Late yesterda 
afternoon it was decided to put off all 
action in the matter until today. The 
exact value of the checks will then be 
determined by their presentation at 
the banks on which they are. drawn. 
Whether they are good or not will not 
alter the fact that Mr. Platt took the 
receipt illegally, if it is a fact, as gen- 
erally stated by the county authorities 
consulted yesterday. 7

Dover, (N. H.,). Sept. 4.—, By the 
Associated Press.] Speaker Reed left 
Boston for Portland in a special car 
this morning. At Haverhill he 
stopped and was escorted to the public 
square, where he spoke on national af- 
fairs for twenty minutes. He also 
spoke at Dover. He congratulated bis 
bearers upon belonging to the Repub- 
lican party, because it is a “middling 
honest” party, reasonably good and is 
on the way to become thoroughly 
and absolutely good. The remainder 
of the address was in vindication of 
keeping its promises by the Republican 
party. Henry Cabot Lodge was then 
introduced aud spoke a few minutes. 
Three cheers were given for Reed. 

PORTLAND (Me.,) Sept. 4.—Speaker 
Reed arrived here this afternoon. He 
received ovations at several points 
along the road where the train stopped 
today. Tonight he was. welcomed at 
the City Hall by a crowd of 3000 people, 
and made an address. 93

A NOTED MAN GONE,

FAILED. 
A HEAVY, NEW YORK FIRM IN 
TROUBLE. | 


Forced to the Wall Through Reck- 
less Speculation in Futures—Sev- | 
eral Boston Concerns in Seri-. 
ous Financial Straits. . 


By Telegraph to The Times. | 
New York, Sept. 4.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The firm of Sawyer, 
Wallace & Co., exporters of bread- 
stuffs and cotton and dealers in leaf 
tobacco, created great surprise in busi- 
ness circles today by making an as- 
signment to Marshal Ayers. The firm 
was estimated to be worth between a 
million and a quarter anda million 
and a half dollars above all lia- 
bilities. They were prompt in pay- 
ing for local purchases and responded 
promptly also when called upon to 
margin their contracts. A short time 
ago Miller made a statement to the ef- 
fect that the firm was worth more than 
$1,500,000; that their liabilities were 
merely nominal and that they did a 
commission business only. When the 
announcement of the failure was made 
today, a rumor gained circulation to 
the effect that the firm had been specu- 
ating largely of ate in cotton, and 
the market had gone against them. 
It, was also said that the firm 
hed been speculating in grain and lost. 
heavily. It is believed the firm has 
pretty well protected its interests in 


this country and its chief losses, which |

The firm has un- 
doubtedly immense holdiugs of merhan- 
dise in various products in which they 
dealt, both in the export and import 
way. It will, however, take some time 
to realize on these holdings. 

. CHICAGO, Sept. 4.—The failure of 
Sawyer, Wallace & Ce. of New York. 
was a topic of much interest here to- 
day. P. Hutchinson, the well- 
known commission merchant, says he 
knew for. two weeks past that the 
crash was coming. The principal in- 
terest of the failed firm inthis market 
was pork. They had been carrying 
cash pork for about a year. They un- 
dertook first to run a deal of October 
pork, but that wound up disastrously. 
They transferred it into January and 
it is reported their loss on the deal is 
not less than half a million. 

BOSTON FAILURES.

The report of Health Officer H. H. 
Sherk for August contains the follow- 
ing statistics: 

Whole number of deaths 19. 11 within | 
city limits, and 8 outside. Of the 
deaths, 4 were of persons under 1 
year of age, 1 between 1 and 5 years, 1 
between 5 and 10 years, 2 between 10 
and 20 years, 3 between 20 and 30 years, 
1 between 30 and 40 years, 3 between 
40 and 50 years, 2 between 50 and 60 
years, and 2 over 60 years. 

Six were males and 13 females. Five 
were natives ofthe Pacific siope; 10 
were born in the Atlantic States and 4 
were foreigners. One died from

Political Bias and Personal Judgments. 


Nothing is more striking in the way in 


which men judge newspaper criticism than 
the difference it makes whose ox is gored. 
Whether condemnation is too severe, or 
whether the limits between public and 
private character have been overstepped in 
any particular comment on a man in pub- 
lic life, is apt to be decided by most men 
under the influence of party predilection. 
A low view of one’s opponents, personally 
us well as politically, seems an almost in- 
evitable result of active participation in, 
or strong interest in, party politics. 

It grows up imperceptibly and often be- 
comes incapable of eradication, and is a 
strong stimulus and sometimes a powerful 
protection for newspaper attacks on repu- 
tation. But perhaps the most powerful 

agent in instigating such attacks and se 
curing for them a certain indulgence or 
impunity is the increasing importance of 
elections in those states which have adopted
